JOHN MACNAM ARRA 


WI O Informeth and faith, 'That W7/liam Bradley Eſq; one of 


His Majeſties Juſtices of the Peace for the County of Wa- 

terford in the Year 1677. gave him the faid Informant an 
Oath of Secrecy touching the Plot intended and defigned in Ireland, 
by the Earl of Zyrone and the reſt of the Confederates againſt the 
Kings Majeſty ; At which time he imparted to this Informant, the 
Earl of Zyrone had received a Commiſſion from the French King to be 
a Colonel of Horſe in the County of Waterford, and that the ſaid 
William Bradley was to be his Licutenant Colonel , and deſired this 
Informant to provide himſelf with Horfe and Arms, and to procure.as 
many as he could of thoſe he dayge truſt: that this Informant ſhould 
have a Command of being a Captain under the faid Ear! and Him. 

Whereupon this Informant did provide himſelf and ſpeak unto Fohy 
Follis, Fames Finican and Dennis Mac-Namarra to provide themſelyes 
with ſuch Neceſſaries as were requiſite for that purpoſe ; informing 
them alſo, That Mr. Bradley did impart fuch matters unto this Infor- 
mant, and who knew that the faid Mac-Namarra had imparted fuch 
matters to the ſaid Fames & Dennis, who afterwards did confeſs the ſame 
to his Grace the Lord Lieutenant and Council, and before this Informant 
had liberty to ſpeak with them , or they with him, being then kept 
cloſe Priſoner from any one of the Kings Evidence. 

The precedent Examination this Informant gave, when on a Petitt- 
on preferred by the reſt of the Kings Evidences, this Informant was 
kept from any of the Earls Friends and from Quarter-Maſter Ely, who 
was always with this Informant before and nor denied to be with him; 
But on the Petition of the aforeſaid Gent. then it was Ordered, That 
this. Informant ſhould be kept cloſe and not to have any to come to 
him: This Informant was then very fearful to diſcover his Mind,: be-

cauſe of the guilt that was upon Ra being Condemned ; which after a 
promiſe of pardon, if this Informant ſpake the Truth, he then reſolved 
to Diſcover ſo far as he knew, though againſt himſelf: Upon whiclr he 
frcely declared his mindin this following examination. 

Atter the aforeſaid W;lliam Bradley did impart to this Informantthe- 
aforeſaid Treaſon, this Informant met with the Earl of Tyrone upon the 
Land of Gave/ton in the County of Waterford with two of his men, viz, 
Thomas Power his Gentleman, and Garret Mac-Teige his Follower, and 
another whoſe name is Luke Power, this Informant haveing in compa- 
ny with himone W7/l;am Power, and Boetivs Clauſy, being then abroad 
Hunting with Doys ; The ſaid Earl knowing this Informant 
at a diſtance, called ro him, upon which this Informant went to him-: 
The faid Ear/taking rhis Informant from the company, asked him whe- 
ther Mr. Bradley had, imparted to him any matter of Secrecy; this In- 
formant replyed, that he had, , The ſaid Ear/ then told this Informant 
that he mult be very private and diſcover it to none, but thoſe he was 
very ſureof. - After which, the ſaid Ear/drew a Liſt out of his Pocket, 
and ſhewed this Informant a Liſt of ſeveral perſons that were to be Su- 
perior Officers, both in the County of Waterford, County of Cork, Coun- 
ty of Kerry, County of Limerick and County of Clare, which this In- 
formant took ſpecial notice of and knew ſeveral of the Perſons; amongſt 
the reſt, the Ear! centred my Name with my own Pen and Ink in the 
Liſt ; The ſaid Ear/ telling this Informant, hc had his Commiſion fent 
him from the Freach King, under Hand and Scal to Be a Colonel of a 
Regiment of Horſe in the County of Witerford, and faid there was 
hardly a County in re/and, but perſons were appointed by the French 
King for that purpoſe: and named in the County of Limerick, Colo- 
nel Peirce Lucy and the Lord Brittas, Sir Tohn Fitz gerrald, David 
Fitz-gerrald and ſeveral others in the County of Clare, Fohn Mac-Na- 
marra and ſeveral others in the County of Kerry, Sir 7Turlo Mac-Mahan 
and ſeveral others in the County of Cork, and that the ſaid Earl of 
Zyrone Was to be Colonel in the County of Waterford, and Mr. Bradley 
to be his Lieutenant Colonel, Quarter-Maſter F/y his Major, Mr. John 
Butler Senior his Captain, with the names of ſeveral others of that Com- 
pany, which he did not read unto this Informant; The ſaid Earl faying 
they were to raiſeſeyeral hundredsof men inevery County, andthatthe 
Superiour Officers were to mect on purpoſe to return anexact account of 
their Forces to the French King : On which the 1aid King would Land 
many 
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many thouſands of men in the River Shanon, and-aflbon as they were 
Landcd, the next buſineſs was to go to the City of Limerick with 500 
men and divide them into two Parts, the one party to enterthe City at 
Candle-light, and that atgeveral Gates, and fuch as beſt knew the City 
were appointed to ſet upon the Guards and pur them all ro the Sword, 
and the reſt to be hard vy the City, and to enter in immediatly when 
rhe Alarm was given , and the Body of theArmy to draw up as faſt 
as they could. 

By which, faid the Ear/, we do not queſtion bur to poſſeſs our ſelves 
of the City and Xings Caſtle, and to baniſh the Engliſh very ſoon; and 
indced faid the Earl, 'tis the Providence of God to bring ſome Down: 
fall on that unjuſt King, the Duke of Ormond and his Children, that 
wronged me in fo high a Nature on the account of Y7/liers : therefore 
ſaid the Ear/, Go home, lofe no time, but make your ſelves ready , tor 
we know not how foon occaſion may require your Aſſiſtance, and 
ſpeak to as many Friends as you can, which accordingly this Informant 

id and provided Horle and Arms for that purpoſe. 

After Diſcovery. made hercof by F/ubburt Bourke as you may read 
in his Information, who partly knew the Proceedings, and having Dit- 
covered the fame , was bound by Recognizance to proſecute the ſaid 
Earlat the next Aſſize at Waterford, he did for want of this Informants 
and others Teſtimonies abſent himſelf from the Aſſizes, unto which 
he was bound, an. tor other Reaſons mentioned in his Examination. 

But in a ſhort time atter, the ſaid Earl hearing that Mr. Bourke was 
going for Eng/and to make his appiicationto the King and Parliament ; 
the ſaid Ear! Commanded this Intormant to write unto the faid Bourke, 
which accordingly he did, and ſignified in his Letter, that this, Infor- 
mant would very willingly ſpeak with him, but he not aniwering this 
Informants expectation, this Informant went himſe:f to tum at Water- 
ford, and Courted him to go along with this Informant to his Houle, 
which he prevailed with him to do. 

This Intormant then haſtened to the ſaid Ear/, and gave him an Ac- 
count of his proceedings , which the Earl liked very well , wacreup- 
on he ordered Major Butler and Joha Rovan, anc this Informant tp 
conicr with the ſaid Bourke, aud at the Mill of Carrygainier we m2t, 
an] according to the ſaid Earls order did offer the faid Bowrie a Farm 
Stock, together with a ſum of mony.-ſo as rhat he wou'd charge Mr. 

Villiers . Captain Nicholas , Mr. Bradley , and others wich Suboraing 
iÞ 
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'or prompting the ſaid Bowrke to proſecute the ſaid Ear/,.andthat he * 
ſhould acknowledge it , and Mr. Bradley- aforeſaid ſhould confeſs the 
ſame, and that ſo Bourke and Bradley ſhould be committed Witneſſes 
againſt Y:lliers and Nicholas, upon which thefſaid Ear! would bring his 
Adtion of Scandalum Magnatum againſt Villiers and Nicholas tor 40000!. 
which was contrived by Mr. Andrew Lyme and Mr. Bradley the (il 
Earls Friends , unto which the faid Bourke refuſed te conſent. 

Here it 1s to be obſerved , "That Mr. YVi/{zers and Captain, Nicholas 
were at Law with the faid Earl, and therefore the ſaid Ear! did ſuppoſe 
the World would ſooner telicve what was laid to their Charge, upon 
the Earls account, though falſly alledged againſt them. 

Bourke not accepting the aforeſaid Offers, the Earl then Petition'd 
the Lord Lieutenant and Council, wiky ſent a Summons for the ſaid 
Bourke , and Brought him to Du#/in , and being Examined of ſeveral 
matters, he gavein his Informations, and got alſo Mr. Sampſon and Mr. 
Fury to be Summoned up, and to be Examined, upon whole Examina- 
tions : A Summons was iſſued out againſt Quarter-mtaſter Fly, John Po- 
van , Major Butler aforeſaid , and Lawrence Smillirand and this Infor. 
mant, who were all ſent for to the Council-Board ; er-Maſter 
Ely went firſt to the Farls Houſe to have InſtruQtions touching the Ma- 
nagement thereof. The Earl alſo ſent to his Gentleman Mr. Power for 
this Informant, he being then in Waterford, and the faid Power came 
to this Informant and tould him, That the Zart of Tyrone and Quar- 
rer-Maſter Ely ſent for this Informant , to the intent he might repair 
to Dublin , and having no Horſe with him at Waterford, the ſaid Pow- 
er the Earls Gentleman provided this Informant with a Horſe, on which 
he went with him to Carronymore to the Earls Houſe, where this In- 
formant met with the ſaid Earl and Quarter-Maſter Ely together. 

Upon which the ſaid Ear! & Quarter-Maſter Ely took this Informant 
into the Garden, and there did agree to ſend to Joly Rovan, who came 
immediately, at which time the Ear! & Quarter-Maſter Ely did inſtru&t 
us what we ſhould ſay, when we came to D##/;x before the Council; and 
told this Informant the great Danger, if we ſhould diſcover any thin 
of the Matter: but vrofecing'al ath unto us, and finding us unwi! 
ling ro Swear what they would have us to Swear, the faid Ear/ then 
told us, that we ſhould be Abfolyed by Dean Powers his Couſen and 
the reſt of the Clergy , and afterinſtruting us in rhe garden for a con- 


ſiderable time, the Ear! gave this Informant an Horſe, ahd gave John 
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Rovan , Lawrence Swillrvant , and this Informant money to bear our 
Charges to Dublin , and when we came there, we were maintained at 
the Eqrls Charge; with promiſe to get Bail for this Informant, if Im- 
priſoned , and we: were there always accompanied with the Earls 
Friends, who promiſed this Informant great Reward, if he would con- 
ceal what he knew. 

This Informant alſo had money from er-Maſter Ely, whilſt he 
was in the'Purſivants hand , and ſeveral Maſſes were ſaid in the Coun- 
ty for the Earl and this Informant , whilſt this Informant continued 
from Diſcovering , but fince hath Excommunicated him. 

Bur at length Mr. Foy and Mr. Sampſon Petition'd the Lord Lieute- 
nant and Council to have this Informant kept cloſe Priſoner , and to 
keep the Earls Friends and Solicitors from this Informant , which ac- 
cordingly was done. R 

Now this Informant being by himſelf, and conſidering the evil Caſe 
he was in, God ſo touched this Informants Conſcience, that he con- 
feſſed the Truth : Several other things there are relating to the Pow- 
ers, concerning ſtealing of Horſes and providing of Arms for the fame 
purpoſe , which is treated of in Mr. Zvys Examinations and in Fames 
Finicans , which Powers were Examined upon Oath before Sir Fo. Da- 
vis, and ſince bailed out of Goal by means of Captain Morris the Pro- 
ſecutor , who now gocs Armed moſtly accompanied with the Zartx 
Friends and Kindred +71 

Fames Finican was by the ſaid Mr. Bradley ſolicited not to confeſs 
any thing againſt him, for which the ſaid Bradley promiſed him a = 
Reward in money, and was before the Committee, and did for ſome 
time endeavour to conceal the matter; bur being kept from the ſaid 
Bradley for a ſeaſon in the Marſhals hand , told the ſaid Marſhal, that 
he would not be in trouble for concealing other Freaſons, he the ſaid 
Finican deſired to be carried again before the committee , confeſſed rhe 
whole Matrer, ſaving , that if Mr. Bradley were put where he was, he 
would confeſs. the Truth too ; this aſtoniſhed the ſaid Bradley, for as 
much as the ſaid Fiyicans promiſe to the ſaid Bradley of Concealing, 
made him the ſaid Bradley to tell the Committee, that he would be 
ſaved by the ſaid Finicans Teſtimony. . 

You may obſerve that while this Informant denied to confeſs the 
Truth and conceal the Plot, the Earls Friends got a Petition writ againſt 


Mr. Fry , to be preferred ro the Lord Lieutenant and ods 
_ That 
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That thefaid Zvy was a man of ill Fame and a diſhoneſt man, and that . 
he knew nothing of thoſe 'Treaſons and Briggs before-mentioned, which V 
Perition they gave this Informant to ſend unto, or deliver unto the FM 
Lord Lieutenant and Council, | Fe: 7 

1n the mean time. this Informant being kept fromthem, lis Confei- þ 
ence forced him toconfeſs the Truth. He then ſhewed the Petitionunto 
the -faid Mr. . Zoy, 'of which - they were much aſhamed and would N 
havedenied it, bur that this Informant Juſtified it, and told who brought X 
it unto him ( meaning Mr. Michael Roe ) the hand alſo being known, - 


which way this Informant always obſerved, they always made uſe of X 
to endeayour to clear themſelves, by calling in Queſtion the reputation : 
of their Accuſors.

'" Informant faich, Thatin the year 1676. one John Brenan which 
was then lately come out of Rome was made Archbiſhop of Caſhel, 
IWaterford, and Liſmore : And that by the Titular Primate of Zreland 
the ſaid: Brenan producing Bulls from the Pope to the ſaid Primate for 
that purpoſe, together with ſeveral other Bills brought over by the ſaid 
Brenan, which Deaxe Power, the Earl of Tyrone's Kinſman-informed him 
ot, -48 hereatter is treated of, In the ſaid year this Informant-hath ob- 
ſerved ti&*umu'ruous congregation ot Prieſts and Fryers which refor- 
ed to 7 a houſe of Entertainment three Mites Weſtward of 


.a#aterford; Ahd thatin the ſame year 1676. T his Inicrmant took ex- 
oo 2 Maordinary notice of it, being not a thing ſowuſual; But being in_com- 
- ©, -, 2pany withleveral ofthe ſaid Prieſts in the ſaid houle, and that at ſeveral 
rf $3 times, and eſpecially with Dean Poner aforetaid, who was next in pow- 


er to the ſaid Brenan: This Informant began to enquire the realon of 
their publick meetings fo oiten, - it being in time of Proſecution ; 
Theſaid Power made anſiver, that he wou.ci fatisIe him as to that effect 
Patron day at Xes#, which on our Lady toilowing, being within tew 
days after the faid-time, which according'y he did, as toiloweth ; The 
Congregation being gathered ragether to contels and receive the Sacra- 
ment aiter the Popiſh way, one Edjeyd Power a Jeiuit preached a\ver- 
mon, Which was to let the. Congregation underſtand that; they had 
Incuigences from the Popeut Rome granted them, and 'liberty-to eat 
Fleſh on Wedneſdays : Butin the Conchuſion told them, there was tome 
Qaſigerapion Whereupon'this was granted, which the Prieft ot every 
"> ty Par 
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Pariſh was to give in charge to his Pariſhioners, atthe time of Confeſlr 
on, and proceeded no farther : On which, the Prieſts fell to their Offices» 
Which was toconfeſs the Congregation; And this Informant being then 
one of that Religion, this Informant confeſſed to the aforeſaid Dean 
Power : but in his Confeſſion, the ſaid Dean gave this Informant in 
charge as followeth ; | 
That he ſhould notdiyulgeto any perſon whatſoever on pain ofmor- 

ral Sin and Damnation what he would impart to this Informant; which 
this Informant promiſed he would not ; with that he proceeded thus ; 
That the conſideration of the aforeſaid Indulgence and Liberty was, that 
. whoever was in a capacity to help & aſſiſt the holy cauſe, deſigned and 
inhand fora long time, was to have great preferments, together with the 
benefit of the atoreſaid Indulgences which was a pardon of Sins for ma- 
ny years; andalſo that the Clergy of /re/and were to have the-benefits 
and profits of the Tirhes accruing out of cach Pariſh, with the Gleabes 
and Monkslands and Appurtenances belonging unto them, which the 
Fereticks did —_—_ poſſeſs for a long time: And that the French 
King and the reſt of the Popiſh Confederates, together with the afliſt- 
ance of his Holineſs the Pope, did intend edicts toInvade t 
” doms of Pnglandand Ireland, anddoubte$nort bur by the afſiſtanch of 
God, to fulfil it cre it be long, and to waſhthe hands of Hereticks otit of 
the Eſtates of our Anceſtors, for the Duke of Zork gives full conſent and 

is of our ſide; together with the aſſiſtance of the Earl of Ang/eſea and 

ſeveral other Perſons of Quality in that Kingdom; whom we are ordered 

to celebrate ſeveral huridreds of Maſſes; which he the ſaid Dean had accor- 

dingly ordered all the Popiih Prieſts within his Juriſdiction. After whigh 

time this Informant obſery'd that there were ſeveral Maſſes celebrated:in 

the Honour of the Earl of Ang/eſea through the faid County of Water-. 
ford. Andalfo the faid Dean ſaid, thatrhe Earl of Ang/eſea did endeavour 
thar the Parliament ſhould not Sir, with the aſſiſtance of the Duke of 
York; to prevent the Perſecution of Reman Catholicks. In Oftober D&r7 9, 

this Informant being then imployed by the tar! of. Tyrone to Tarkper 
- with Mr. Bourke, as is {ct forth in this Informants former Intormations : 

' theſfaid Earl ſhewed hima letter from his Father-in-Law the Ear! of 4ng/c- 
ſea, wherein heread, rhat the ſaid Earl made ſo many Friends bothinZg- 
land and in-Treland, that he need nor fear \hat was laid to his Chatge::!

T 4He Infortnant being duly Sworn on the Holy Evangeliſt, ſaith, 
+ $: Thaton or about Winter, 1676. after Captain 7homas Mac 
bh ering, returnd out of Flanders and France, whither he had 

been imploy'd as Agent from the Iriſh Gentry , there was a 
vxery great Meeting at Collonel Pierce Lacy's Houſe at Curroe, where 
met, beſides the ſaid Collonel , the Lord of Brittas, Molowny the Po- 
piſh Titular Biſhop of Xi//alow, Brenane the Popiſh Biſhop of Waterford, 
Duly the Popiſh Biſhop of Lymerick Two Jeſuits, whoſe Names this In- 
formant knows not, Sir Joh» Fitz Gerrald, John Power Son to David 
Power late of Xillalow , Fobu Hurley, Euſtace White, John Bourke of 
Cahirmoybill, William Bourke his Brother, Captain Fohn Purdon, Cap- 
tain Thomas Mac Inerina , Captain Richard Stephenſon , Mr. David 
Fitz Gerrald , this Informant, and ſeveral others whoſe: Names he 
remembers not : Where, and at which time, the faid Captain Mac 
Hrerina gave an Account of the Effefts of his Agency , and what 
Force the French. King had - promiſed ro fend over into-this Kingdom 
of Treland, which to the. beſt of this Tfiformants remembrance was, to 
be abour Twenty Thouſand Men, and Artillery , Arms and Ammu:-. 
nition for Twenty Thouſand Men more, which were to be raiſed in. 
Munſter; And they then and there conſulted how the Twenty iy ! 
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fnd Men ſhould be raifed , and reſolved, it ſhould be by their 
Clergy ; made Computation , and Appointed how many each Prieſt 
d raiſe in his Pariſh. And Rkewiſe appoinred the Officers that 
ſhould Command; and ſays; that the Lord of Brittas, Colonel Peirce 
Lacy, Sir John FitzGerrald, John Mac-Namarra , of Cratelagh, John 
Power , Captain Suilljvane of BeerBaven , one Carty and ſeveral others, 
were to be Colonels : That Fohn Bourke of Cahirmohi/, was to be Licu- 
tenant Colonel; and that Captain 7homas Mac-Inerina was to be 
Lieutenant Colanel or Mayor to Captain S«ilzvanes Regiment ; and 
that Captain Fohy Pardon , Captain Richard Stephenſon , Mr. Fohn Fur- 
ley, and Euſtace , White , were to be Field-Officers; And he hath 
heard that Mr. Fohn Anketil! was to be Lieutenant Colonel ; And 
that Mr, Iiliam Bourke , Mr. Theobald Dowdall, Mr. Oliver Stephen- 
on , Mr- David Fitz Gerrald , now in London , this Informant, and 
ſeveral others, were then appointed Captairis; And that Fohn Bourke 
of Ardagh and ſeveral others were appointed Lieutenants ; and that 
John Dury, and Thady Quin , were to be Captains; and that Nicholas 
Bourke, and many others of Lymerick, were then pitched on tor the 
ſurprize of Lyzd , whoſe Names at preſent he remembers not. And. 
faith , that on notice from Captain Suilivane of Beerhaven, of the 
French's Landing there, was a Maſſacre of all the Zag:tiulimnicTr 
one Night , and perſons particularly aſſigned to the Maſſaere or Mur- 
ther x every Family ; And faith, that the Popiſh Servants in each 
Family were to betray and open the Doors or ſome other way let in 
thoſe 7ri/h , and ſo Murther the Eng/i/h in their Beds; and after, if 
they could not ſurprize, they were immediately to Beſiege Lynd ; 
and ſaith, that by reafon of the Emperour, the King of Spain and 
other the Confederates joyning and attifting the Dutch , the French 
King was hindered from ſending over thoſe Forces and Arms he pro- 
miſed , and fo all things were at aſtand til! about Michaelmas 1679. 
that all the fore-named perſons and John Mac-Namarra of Crate- 
lazh, John Anketill of Farrihy, Capt. Levalin, and many others met at 
. William Bourks Houle at Liſnekily, and continued there 2 or 3 ' 
days together , And that the ſaid Captain Levalin brought and pro- 
duced a Commſlion tor the raiſing thoſe 20000 Men, and Uniting 
them with what Forces ſhould be fent out of France and raiſed in 
other parts of the Kingdom. And ſaith, He heard that the Earl of 
Tyrone was to be a General Officer ; and Colonel Fitz Patrick a

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Sir Wilkam Talbot were to have ſome Great Commands : And faith ; 
Thar -all then preſent at Liſnekely bound themſelves by ſtrift Oarhs 
and by an Inſtrument under their Hands and Seals , to be true and 
faithful and ſtand by each other. And faith, That the Plot is ſtill poi 

on, and that they have daily hopes of the French Kings Invading —= 
that he hath heard there was ſome Powder lately landed in the Coun- 
ty of Clare ſide of the River Shannon, and that he will labour to dif 
cover it; And faith, he hath ſome Papers which he will peruſe, and 
hopes by them other things may occur to his _—_— which he will 
be ready to add to this Information. And further faith, That he hath 


been told that David Fitz Gerald diſcoyered the Plot both to Sir Tho- * 


mas Southwell and John Pigot, Eſq; And this Informant faith, that in 
caſe this Information ſhould be known, he and his Family are in danger 


of being Murdered.

DEPOSITION 


OF 
JAMES NASH. 


Years ago, Captain John Purden, after he had heard Maſs, took 
this Deponent aſide, and after ſeveral inconſiderablediſcourſes, queſti- . 
oned this Deponent why he did not go into France, being the only place to: 
improve him, and make him a compleat Man, for that there were like to- 
be troubleſome times, - and there would be want of ſuch improved Men. 
But being no further pretied at that time, This Deponent took litrle 


notice thereof. Soon after, this Deponent being at-Maſs-is Ate 
Purden's houſe, Burgatt a Pricſt applied himſelf to this, Deponent muc 
after the manner Purden had formerly, and in concluſion, commanded 
this Deponent to go to Captain Thomas Mac Everie's houſe, for there 
he had ſomewhat material toimpartunto him; and imediately after they 
had dined, there the faid Mac Everie took this: Deponent aſide, and. 
after having Sworn him to ſecreſie, diſcourſed with him as followeth. 
You know, faith he, that the King at Breda before his Reſtauration,.

Pra Naſh of the County of Limerick, depoſerh, That about Four 
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Jhould be queſtioned on the way, to declare he belonged to the Army ;

Houſe, where was a great Meeting of the Popi/h Gentry of the Coun- 
try , who rcjoyced much at the anſwer of the ſaid Letters, but whar 
they were this Deponent knoweth not , but that at thar time they 
were fivorn to Secreſie upon a great Book, which this Deponent thinks 
was the Life of the Saints, wiz.
